Short’s remarks were received with 


applause throughout. 
Webster tben gave an excellent vio- 
jin solo, La Cmquantaie. Well merit- 
ed applause greetea the rendering of 
the solo. ,.A. C, Rutherford, M.. L. A, 
Strathcona, was next called upon, Tn 
naming the college Alberta, he was 
pleased that’ the word was to be per- 
petuated in such an excellent in- 
stitution as he was» confident the 
college would prove to be. He con- 
gratuleted the college on having at 
its head Principat Riddeli, and hoped 
that the college would make its in- 
fluence felt afl over Alberta. He iex- 
toled the Northwest Territories’ high 
and public school systems, and paid 
a compliment to tne enthusiasm of 
the teachers. Mr. Rutherford eéx- 
plained, on previous request, ‘the 
legislation passed at the iast session 
of the House, for the establishment 
of a university. The Dominion goy- 
ernment would give it a very liberal 
land ‘grant, ampie to endow it. It 
would be non-pozitical and non-séc- 
tarian The first convocation would 
be compoged of university graduates 
of British universities. They will 
eiect the Chizpcelior and Vice-Chan- 
cellor. The biil provides for a senate 
and teaching staft selected from those 
who may enroll themselves at the 
commencement. Other colleges will 
affiliate with it and establish a whi- 
versity similar to that of Toronto. 
The university will be able to receive 
endowmeots from private individuals. 
Men and women will be on an equal 
footing in the college. The univer- 
sity will pe situated at the site of the 
Territorial capital, when the Terri- 
tories are formed into a province. Mr. 
Rutherford closed his remarks by 
wishing Alberta College abundant 
success. A piano solo by Vv. W, Bar- 
ford was followed by an address by 
Rev. H. A, Gray. Alberta College 
signified mucb for the future of this 
country and he rejoiced at its estab- 
lishment. A college course 15a great 
benefit, not from what dry facts we 
learn, but for the general effect on 
our minds. Life can only be proper- 
ly enjoyed by the development of 


our intellectual faculties. A few 
words were addressed [0 the first 
students of the. college. He was 


pleased that music, the only art we 
carry with us irom this world, was 
given a prominent place in the cur- 
riculum, and again wished Alberta 
Cellege Godspeed ana many blessings. 
A solo, The Nightingale Song, was 
sung by Miss Ethel Webster. with 
great eifect and won the hearty ap- 
plause of the. large gathering.
